Tuesday in support of the conference report 
on the inter-state commerce b ill,criticised se­ 
v erely the railroads of the country for hav ­ 
ing steadily and unreasonab ly refused to 
recognize the simplest b usiness demands, and 
for working out lines of action which ex­ 
cited the resentment of alm ost eyory interest 
they were expected to serv o. 
1 ho railroad 
system ot the country had b een an interm ed­ 
dler in almost ev ery departm ent of b usiness, 
had refused to adm it that it had b een cre­ 
ated to serv e the proper purposes and inter­ 
ests of society, and had assumed to control 
those interests. 
The m anagers of the trans* 
l*ortation system, while adm itting great de­ 
fects in it, hail Ab solutely opposed all efforts of 
state or national gov ernments to estab lish 
reforms. 
They had tried to tin l remedies for 
some of the ev il» affecting themselv es, and 
hail uniformly failoL 
They would neither 
keep faith with themsolv e* nor allow tho 
gov ernments to aid them. The people, Wilson 
said, demanded some legislativ e remedy, and 
it would not b o wise to dolay longer some af­ 
firmativ e response to tha t demand, 
iho 
adoption of the conference report would af­ 
ford the country an opportunity to tost a 
regulativ e 
rem edy 
I k s railroad people 
wanted delay and ttm pnDtlc demanded ac­ 
tion.

Wilson said it m ight b e set down as one of 
the things irrev ocab le that tho pub lic de­ 
mand which had induced the reporting of 
the present b ill would not cease until justice 
was intrenched in the transportation system 
of the country. 
As ftn illustration of tho injustice of the 
present system, Wilson stated that on tho 
10th of this month corn was selling in west­ 
ern Iowa (where it had b een a good crop) a*. 
20 to 23 cents a b ushel, in Chicago a t 5«) 
cents a b ushel, and in southeastern Iowa 
(where the crop had b een a failure) at P) to 
42 cents a b ushel, so that western Iowa 
c o r n 
was b eing sold in Chicago a t from 3 to 0 
cents a b ushel less than in eastern Iowa.

the case and decided that the murderer must 
be ly nched. 
At a few minutes befo re 8 
o ’clo ck a grand rush was made fo r the 
co unty jail and the o utside do o rs quickly 
bro ken o pen. 
The leaders were in earnest, 
and it was but a few mo ments until chisels 
and sledges were at wo rk o n the inner iro n 
do o rs. 
Mussel was finally secured and pro p­ 
erly identified. 
He was taken by the ho wl­ 
ing mo b to the co urt ho use y ard, thence o ut 
to the mo st pro minent co rner, where the 
electric light to wer stands. 
When asked if he had any thing to say ho 
claimed to be inno cent o f the charge. 
At 
ten minutes after 8 Mussel was strung up to 
the electric light. 
The feUo w died game in 
the presence o f the who le po pulatio n and 
hundreds fro m the surro unding co untry who 
had anticipated the affair and came here by 
private co nvey ances. 
It was a well planned 
and tho ro ughly ex ecuted jo b, anti, is in­ 
do rsed by the peo ple generally . 
The ex cite­ 
ment was at fever heat, but has quieted 
do wn so mewhat. 
The bo dy o f Mussel was 
turned o ver to the undertakers after haug- 
ing alx mt an ho ur.

T he I n n e r M an In M orocco. 
Dining with the sultan of Morocco Is 
more of nn honor than u pleasure, according 
to the account of a recent v isitor connected 
with the French emb assy. 
The sultan is 
ev en more of a spiritual than a temporal 
monarch, a sort of crowned saint, ex-officio, 
and therefore it is b eneath lus sacred dig­ 
nity to dine in person with his guests and 
he deputes a representativ e from his suite. 
The palace also is too sacred a shrine to b e 
the scene of such festiv ity, and the dinner 
is usually serv ed in the garden of the sum­ 
mer palace, outside the town of Fez. When 
the narrator dined hi this second hand way 
with his sacred majesty the weather was 
hot, and the dinner was serv ed in a town 
jtalace garden b eneath orange, lemon nnd 
pomegranate trees, where the b uttercups, 
corn flowers, and daisies grew so tall that 
they mingled with the b oughs, and the 
guests had hard work to fight their way on 
horseb ack to the tab le, or rather tray. 
A drum major, like a steward with a 
liaton, headed the procession of slav » *s b ear­ 
ing the food on trays of wood with deep 
b orders and conical cov ers of straw*. 
The 
remov al of these cov ers disclosed a fright­ 
ful spectacle of fricassees of sheep nnd 
chickens, prejmred with honey, sugar, syrup 
and fruits, and all imaginab le and un­ 
imaginab le 
horrors 
possib le 
to 
cook- 
ery. 
The only dishes which a European 
could eat was one 
of 
mutton (which 
was terrib le greasy) and the conseoussou. 
The slav e who held this awkwardly spilled 
it into his sleev es and b osom, and then con­ 
scientiously turned it out on the plate again 
This uj>set the European stomachs and de­ 
sire to indttlge in it, though they found that 
the slav e knew etiquette. 
The projier way 
to eat concsoussou is to take a quantity in 
the palm of the hand, eat it as b est }*ou 
may, and return the remainder—for the 
whole nev er will quit the palm—into the 
common dish, lest the other guests should 
b e depriv ed of the choice delicacy.—The 
Argonaut.

followed the dropping of the flag from the 
face of the statue was terrific and pro­ 
longed.

Finding that the noise was to b e kept up 
for an indefinite time, he turned to me, and, 
standing only a foot away, he went on talk­ 
ing while whistles, b ells, and cheers kept 
up an accompaniment.

1 think that I am the only person 
who heard that part of Mr. Ev arts’ sj>eeeh. 
The situation was interesting, though con­ 
fusing, and I supjxv so I shall b o pardoned if 
i admit that 1 hav e no v ery clear idea of 
what the gifted orator was saying.

That man told you that if you 
didn’t shut the window and pull down the 
curtain he would b low your b rains out.” 
Naturally the window* came up and the 
curtain came down. 
They sat thus in the 
darkened conqiartmenfc for a quarter of an 
hour. 
Then, with a prodigious rattle and 
roar, there flashed b y them on the main 
track a short express train. 
Twenty min­ 
utes more another rushed past, in the sami 
direction. 
Then, after some minutes, the 
soldier shouted to them that they might lift 
the b lind, and they resumed their journey 
Inquiry rev ealed that the czar had passed 
them on his way to the Skierniwiee meet­ 
ing, and that these precautions were ordered 
all along tho line. 
No one knew which of 
tho trains b ore him. 


A PICTURE OF THE CZAR. 
The czar himself seems to hav e many flat­ 
terers, b ut no friends. 
I hav e talked, I 
daresay, at one time or another, with a 
score of people who hav e met him and are 
fairly qualified to judge what manner of 
man he i A l m o s t inv ariab ly ho is de- 
serib od as a b ig, b urly, b earish sort of man, 
strangely unlike any of his more recent 
ancestors on either side, nnd with n face of 
a curious Teuton-Tartar tyjx*, picturesque 
b ut unpleasant. 
He has v ast physical 
strength, of the b lacksmith sort, and has 
the kind of mind which not infrequently 
goes with that order of b ody—slow, honest, 
ob stinate, Confiding where faith is roposixl, 
suspicious ev erywhere ♦ ls«>. 
In a way 
George III must hav e b oon of the same 
nature, 
lb * was. with Louis XVI, rather 
contemptuously celeb rated b y his eonteni- 


1 xirerv critics as one of the two faithful 
husb ands among the sov ereigns of Europe. 
Good husb ands seem to make b ad kings. 
Tlu* present czar is said to b e a most de­ 
v oted and single minded spouse—the first 
of his race. 
Ho is par excellence a family 
man, to whom the highest happiness would 
lx* the home circle, if he were allowed to 
hav e a home. 
His testis are simple; he 
eats plainly and heav ily; b efore the b urden 
of empire came ujm>ii him he used to b e a 
great sleejxjr, a mighty hunter, a b luff 
friend of the few he liktsl, a hater of for­ 
malities. diplomacy, and politics generally 
—in short, a good, wholesome, rough pleb e­ 
ian prince, stupid and choleric b ut honest 
and true. 
Fate nev er played on mortal a 
cruder trick than 
when she suddenly 
hurled upon this man the load of czarship. 
To b o ab solute master of ov er 100,000,000 
of human b eings is in itself a task of incon­ 
ceiv ab le magnitude. 
When, further, the 
task is complicated b y organized rob lxny 
among 
officials and 
organized 
murder 
among sub jects, b y continual necessity of 
prov oking war b y aggression ab road and 
ceaseless terror of assassination at home— 
it b ecomes simply impossib le. 


& LIFE OF TERROR. 
A less stub b orn and less conscientious man 
than the czar would hav e cut his throat long 
ago under the frightful load inqxxsed upon 
him. 
He suffers and sticks to his post. 
He does no good to himself or anyb ody else. 
His wife is a pale specter of her former self, 
looking old enough to b e tho mother of her 
older, b ut marv elously preserv ed, sister, the 
Princess of Wales, worn and gray-haired 
with her life of fright. 
Their eldest son, 
the czurowitz, a b oy of 18, is in a decline 
from which there is little hope of recov ery 
—simply terrified out of his life. 
But the 
czar still manfully tries to b e czar. 
The 
task is b eyond him. 
If there could b e a 
man made up of Bismarck, Washington, 
Richelieu, Bonaparte and Tamerlane put 
on the Russian throne, perhaps he could 
hold his place and compel success. 
The present czar liv es in the dazed right- 
mare of terror which paralyzes a prisoner 
under indefinite sentence of death. 
Any 
moment the messenger of the a x may ap­ 
pear. 
He cannot sleep; when he eats, it is 
as an animal, not as tho master of tho world's 
costliest cuisine. 
Ho tries to work, with­ 
out understanding the things ho does or 
caring for them. 
He looks into ev ery 
mail's lace for a sign of murderous knowl­ 
edge. 
Ho trusts nothing—nob ody. 
The 
gulf b etween what he is and what ho is 
supposed to b o is so ab ysmal—the joke of 
b eing at once the most powerful man on 
earth and the poorest hunted slav e in exist­ 
ence is so grimly horrib le—that he b ecomes 
a madman almost in the effort to compre­ 
hend the; tw*o extremes. 
The longing to as­ 
sert; himself, to put to ihe test his autoc­ 
racy, driv es him to wild and foolish meas­ 
ures 
His whole course toward his hated 
cousin, the Battenb erg, and the Bulgarians 
has b een that of a crazy man. 
People who 
know Russia l>est cxi>eet that his b rain will 
giv e way under the strain long b efore we 
hav e heard the last of the Bulgarian ques­ 
tion.—London (’or. New York Times.
